Random  Numbers 


A  random  number  can't  be  pre¬ 
dicted  in  advance.  Thus,  we  can 
define  only  what  a  random 
number  is  not,  not  what  it  is. 
Random  numbers  can  be  pro¬ 
duced  by  physical  processes, 
such  as  throwing  a  die,  flipping 
a  coin  or  counting  intervals  be¬ 
tween  radioactive  decay  events. 
By  itself,  software  can’t  generate 
truly  random  numbers;  instead, 
it  creates  what  are  called 
pseudorandom  numbers,  start¬ 
ing  from  a  single  random  "seed.'

That’s  the  important  thing  to  understand 
about  the  U.S.  Navy’s  goal  of  getting  all  its  new  systems  to 
work  with  its  existing  IT.  Last  week.  Rear  Adm.  Kenneth 
Slaght,  who  runs  the  Navy’s  space  and  naval  warfare  systems 
command,  told  a  crowd  in  Washington  that  IT  vendors  will 
have  to  give  up  their  rip-and-replace  approach  and  figure  out  how 
to  make  products  work  with  the  Navy’s  30,000-odd  legacy  systems. 
But  it  won't  happen  —  no  matter  how  many  admirals  order  it. 
There’s  no  way  to  make  it  happen.  It’s  simply  impossible. 

But  the  Navy  has  to  try  anyway.
